a Cost of Millions in Indiana and 


Illinois. 


Indianapolis, Ind , May 2—The Fed- 


eral government is getting ready to re 
claim the Kankakee maish in Indiana 
and Illinois. C. G. Elliott, of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, arrived here 
and began gathering information on 
the subject.

REMOVAL

Albany, N.'Y., ilay 2.—The report 


of the assembly judiciary committee, 
of its investigation of the charges 
against Justice Warren B. HooSrer of 
the Eighth Judicial district, has been 
submitted to the house.

vers, in the matter of postoffice ap-

kirk was corrupt and immoral." Ac-

The law allowing the sheriff 50 cents 


for committing and discharging a pris- 
oner from the county jail can be found 
in Section 1230b Revised Statutes of 
Ohio, which reads as follows: 


"Committing ro prison or discharg- 


ing therefrom. 30 cents." 


Every sheriff in Licking county has 


taken that section to mean what it says 
and has charged in accordance, but the 
State Examiner claims that the sheriff 
is not entitled for committing and dis- 
charging prisoners if the prisoner be 
insane or is nn epileptic. 


If the courts decide that a sheriff is 


entitled to - 
r.O cents for commit'ting a 


horse thief and is not entitled to any- 
thing for commit ting an insane or epil- 
eptic patient, tlien some of these fees 
may be illegal. I am not a lawyer, and 
I have charged what seemed to me to 
be the plain intention of the law. If. 
however, the prosecuting attorney, in 
conjunction with an attorney of oppo- 
site politics, after looking over the re- 
port, should decide that I owe the coun- 
ty any part of the above sums I will 
immediately turn over the same to the 
county treasury.
